Goodwill Industries reports that its familiar collec­ 
tion boxes are emptier these days. Even worse, many of 
them are being pilfered. The Salvation Army also reports 
a decline in donations and has been in financial straits 
locally. 


"Garage sales used to be held when people were 
house-cleaning or moving,'' says Claude Sheridan of 
Goodwill Industries, as quoted by the Christian Science 
Monitor. “ Now, they’re getting to be big business.” 


To try to counter this trend, organizations which 
depend upon voluntary contributions are stressing the 
tax-deductible advantages. 


"If people knew that a tax break from a contribution 
may be more than the profits at a sale, perhaps they 
would think twice about holding the sale," suggests 
Mathew Warren, national public relations director for 
Goodwill. 


Inflation is not only forcing up the cost of living but 
the cost of dying as well.

Competitors say it’s the beginning of a price war 
reflecting a declining birth rate that is taking the un­ 
der'taking business with it. 


As we all knew already, there's nothing charitable 
about inflation whether you’re talking abut donations to 
help the living or the expenses of paying a final tribute to 
the dead.

It didn’t take all of the thirty- 
three years for “the day that 
will live in infamy” to die in 
obscurity and ignominy. 
W’hat

routine. In even fewer years, the 
historic July 2(1 anniversary of 
man’s first landing on the moon, 
has long been forgotten. 
Meanwhile, the men and 
women who fought in America’s 
most unpopular war, filtered 
back into society without benefit 
of parades or welcome homes, 
are asked to bear the brunt of 
the fight against inflation with 
even more sacrifice. Welfare 
and government payrolls sky­ 
rocket, while W6 continue to 
fund non-essential services. 
Those who fled the draft or 
deserted duty to country, 
receive the focus of the national 
spotlight 
and 
are 
finding 
Presidential amnesty. As first 
announced, I did not differ with 
Gerald Ford’s announcement of 
“earned amnesty,” not based on 
vengeance. 
The dictionary 
defines “earned” as “gaining 
by labor or service. . .to get 
one’s deserves or due.” When 
earning disappeared from the 
amnesty program., replaced by 
“pardon,” it became a farce 
and travesty on justice. 
Benefits under the Vietnam 
Educational bill never came up 
to standards set by its World 
War II counterpart, when the 
grateful 
governm ent 
paid 
tuition, books and subsistence. 
The government earned money, 
with increased taxes from- 
high incomes of educated 
veterans more than repaying 
the cost of the financial aid 
extended. 
With today’s “double digit” 
inflation, it is impossible for a 
young veteran to continue 
education without a job, family 
help, or 
outside 
financial 
assistance. Granted., govern­ 
ment spending does cause in­ 
flation and must be cut. No-one 
ever believes pet programs are 
inflationary, nor that they 
should be included in such 
budget cuts. 
However, let’s look at the 
record Unemployment among 
the 20 to 24 year old age group is 
running 8 per cent for those who 
remained at home. For the 
same age bracket that an­ 
swered their country’s call, the 
unemployment rate is 12 per 
cent, and 23 per cent if you, 
happen to be a veteran and 
member of a minority group. 
Similar statistics could be 
developed in earnings, thanks to 
such, things as .job seniority of 
those remaining at home.

One group wanted: to know badly 
enough to take a survey on a 
national scale. They put the 
question: "Why did you choose 
your church?” Here are their 
revea line answers: 
— 3 per cent because of the 
man in the pulpit. 
— 9 per cent because of the 
architectural beauty of the 
church. 


— 14 per cent because of prior 
denominational affiliation. 


— 18 per cent because of the 
convenience of the church 
location. 
— 22 per cent because there 
were people in the church they 
loved and respected. 
— 34 per cent because they 
were specially invited by neigh­ 
bors and friends. 


These answers are certainly 
not 
flattering 
to 
either 
preachers or architects, and 
certainly not to the man in the 
pulpit. An it is interesting also to 
discover that convenience of 
location takes priority over 
denominational affiliation. 
But here’s the message in this 


survey that none of us can af­ 
ford to miss — over 54 per cent 
choose their church, because of 
people, not be cause of the 
preacher or the beauty of the 
building or even the name of the 
denomination. People are at­ 
tracted to our churches 'because 
of the kind of people who wor­ 
ship there. The growing, chur­ 
ches today are those that have 
members who love and care 
enough to invite others, love 
them, fellowship with them, 
pray with them, eat with, them 
and accept them. 
It has always been this way. 
The survey doesn’t turn up 
anything new. Preachers and 
membership committees have 
just forgotten how it was.

On Nixon Testimony

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Four 
months after leaving the 
presidency in disgrace, Richard 
M. Nixon has received the best 
news since he was pardoned: 
He will not have to testify in 
any way in the Watergate 
conspiracy trial. 
Presiding Judge John J. 
Sirica ruled Thursday that the 
ailing former president does not 
have to submit to lawyers’ 
questions at his home or even' 
answer written questions. A 
personal appearance by Nixon 
at the trial at this time had 
already been ruled out. 
Sirica said Nixon’s testimony 
was “not indispensable” for his 
former aides’ defense. 
“The value of Mr. Nixon’s 
testimony to the defendants 
should not be unrealistically 
overestimated. Mr. Nixon him­ 
self has been named by the 
grand jury as an unindicted co­ 
conspirator in this case,” Sirica 
said. “Certainly his testimony

“His precise words were, ‘If 
you give me the room number 
where the meeting will be 
taking place. I’ll tell you 
everything that takes place in 
the room,’" Colson said.
